The operations of the mission have been conduc- | 
ted, from the first, with a special view to the rais-| 
ing up of competent native instrumentalities, | 
whether in the Gospel ministry or in more private 
capacities. The number of native preachers being 
wholly inadequate to supply the destitution already | 
laid open to the missionaries, the colporting sys-| 
tem, in addition to its iutrinsic merits, is commend- 
ed to us by the necessities of the case. The Board 
have accordingly authorized the mission to em- 


aid of a competent native preacher at Paris, did 
not judge it expedient to open a chapel the past | 
year; in which result, the Board concurred, es- | 
pecially as the prospect of obtaining an English | 
congregation was also unpromising. Religious | 
services have been maintained at his private resi- | 
dence, opened to all who were inclined to attend ; | 
but the number ordinarily present has been small. 
An interesting bible class, on Friday evenings, 
has been commenced since the opening of the 
present year. 

At Douay, beside the services on the Sabbath, 
one in English and another in French,—a Wed- 
nesday evening meeting in French, has been sus- 
tained by Mr. Pruvots, except during the sum- 
mer. During the last two months of the yeat, 
the English assembly was more numerous and 
attentive than formerly. The attendance at the 
French service was somewhat less than at the 
English, and more fluctuating.

Tbe church has had an accession of 18 by 
baptism, and one has been restored. 5 have been 
excluded for holding false doctrines. The present 
number of members is about 56. Considerable 
uneasiness has been occasioned in the church, by 
an attempt to induce the civil authorities to sup- 
press their meetings. A bitter hostility has been 
exhibited by some individuals, arising even to 
abuse and violence. “ On the other hand,” says 
Mr. Oncken, Oct. 13, “the gracious Saviour has 
given many proofs, that his presence and blessing 


are still accompanying my feeble labors. ‘The late 


disturbance, though for a time it exposed us to 
much that is not pleasant to flesh and blood, as 
some of us were even molested in the public 
streets, has, so far, tended only to the furtherance 
of the gospel.

The influence of the mission has extended to 
other places: In April, at the request of several 
individuals, Mr. O. visited Berlin, and conducted 
relizious meetings for several weeks in that capi- 
tal, with very gratifying success, notwithstanding 
a severe attack of illness. The result was the 
constitution of a church of Christ on the 13th of 
May. ‘The number of original members was but 
6, but are said to be “exceedingly happy” in 
their new relation to the Lord and one another.— 
One of them “ has exercised his gifts to the edifi- 
cation of the church,” and has been recommended 
to the patronage of the Board. 

A third church of Christ was constituted Sep- 
tember 10, at Oldenburg, where 4 persons were 
baptized the previous year. On the last occasion, 
Mr. O. administered the ordinance of baptism to 
12, and another was baptized by Mr. Weichardt, 
who was chosen pastor of the church. The church 
numbers 13. “They will probably meet with 
much opposition,” Mr. O. writes, “ as severe pro- 
hibitions against their assembling together, have 
already been enacted. But the Lord Jesus lives 
to protect his own people, and will rot suffer them 
to be tempted, above what he will enable them to 
bear.”

PROFESSION OF RELIGION IN CHILD-

was called to order on Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'c\o 
by the presiding officer of the past year, A 


number of delegates were in attendance, from |

to take seats in the Convention. Among those who 
accepted the invitation were Br. Howard Malcon 
and Father Bennet, both connected with the Baptist 
Board of Foreign Missions, Brother Thresher, Se- 
cretary of the Northern Baptist Education Society, 
Father Maclay, Agent of the American and Foreign 
Bible Society, Brother Rockwell, Agent of the New 
England Sunday School Union, and Brother Marphy, 
Agent of the American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety. The presence of so many well known and re- 
spected brethren from abroad was highly gratifying 
to the members of the Convention, and tended much 
to give life and impulse to the preceedings. The fo! 
lowing persons, were chosen as officers of the C; 
vention, for the ensuing year. Brother Joho Cook 
son, President, Brethren Wooster, and Turnbu!l! 
Secretaries, and Brother Gilbert, Treasurer. The 
Report of the Board of Managers of the Doines 
Mission Department was then read. From this i( ap- 
peared that the Board had done as much for the ben:

‘** He was born in London many years before the birth 
of New England. It was January 25th, 1614. He 
| arrived in this country in June, 1637, with the rest of 
| those goud men, who sought a peaceable secession in 
an American wilderness, for the pure evangelical and 
instituted worship of our great Redeemer, to which 
| he kept astrict adherence all his days. He then so- 
journed first, a little while, part of a year, at Boston : 
so that at Boston he both commenced and concluded 
his American race. His holy life was a married life. 
Ha died in Boston, August 2ist, 1708, in the ninety§ 
fourth year of his age; after he had been a skilful 
painful, faithful schoolmaster for seventy years; and 
had the singular favor of Heaven, that though be had 
usefully spent his life among children, yet he had not 
become twice a child, but held his abilsties, with his 
usefulness, in an unusual degree, te the very last.” 
In the Sermon, Dr. Mather says, “It was noted, 
that, when scholars came to be admitted into the Col- 
lege, they who came from the Cheeverian education, 


were generally the most unexceptionable. He flour- 
ised $0 jong ‘In the great work of bringing our sons 


|to be men, that it gave him an opportunity to send 
forth many Bezaleels and Aholiabs for the service of 
the tabernacle, and men fitted for all good em loy- 
ments. He that was my master seven and thirty 
years ago, was a master to many of my betters no less 
than seventy years ago; so long ago, that 1 must even 
mention my father’s tutor for one of them.” 

** He lived as a master the term which has been, for 
above three thousand years, assigned for the life of 
man; he continued to the ninety-fourth year of his 
age,—his intellectual force as little abated as his nat- 
ural.” 

In a poctical *‘ Essay” on his memory, Dr. M. as- 
cribes the learning of New England to him and to 
Corlet, another eminent schoolmaster, who taught 
the grammar school in Cambridge for many years, 
and who is celebrated in the Magnalia : 

“Tis Corlet's pains, and Cheever's, we must own, 

That thou, New England,art not Scythia grown.”

“LAWS OF CONNECTICUT. | 


PASSED MAY SESSION, 1838. 


— ——=- 


An Actin alteration of an Act entitled “ An Act for 
constituting and regulating Courts, and for appoint- 
ing the times and places of holding the same.”’ 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in General Assembly convened, That 

the several County Courts in this state, afier the 

rising of this Assembly, shall respectively be held 
by one Judge residing in the county, who shall 
possess all the powers and perform all the duties 


hitherto appertaining to the offices of Chief Judge | 


and Associate Judges of said court, or either of 
them, except as hereinafter provided, which otn- 


ces shall thereafter be discontinued and abolish- 
ed, 

Sec. 2. Ifthe office of Judge of the County 
Court shall be vacant, or the Judge be disabled 
by sickness, at any time when the General As- 
sembly is not in session, the clerk of said Court, | 
but if there be no clerk able to act, then the Sher- 
iff of such county shall give notice thereof, as oc- 


casion may from time to time require, to the Judge | 


of some other County Court in this state, who 
shall thereupon have power to perform all the du- 
ties of Judge in the county where such vacancy 
or disability bas occurred, during the continuance 
of such vacancy or disability ; and whenever the 
Judge shall be disqualified to sit in a cause pend 
ing before said Court, which is not appealable, his 
place shall be supplied by three Justices of the 
Peace, selected in the manner prescribed in the 


thirty ninth section of the act aforesaid; and if 


such cause shall be appealable, then the plaintiff 
shall have power to remove it to the next Supeti- 
or Court, as therein provided ; and whenever the 
Judge shall be disqualified to act in any case, or 
perform any duty, not appertaining to said Coun- 
ty Court, his place shall be supplied by any 
Judge of Probate residing in the same county, 
who shall have power to actin such case, and 
perform such duty. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That in all pros- 
ecutions under the act entitled ‘an act providing 
for the support of bastard children,’ the trial of the 
question of fact, as to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant, of the charge, shall, at the desire of 
either party be by Jury. 

Sec. 4. 
shall be appointed annually, by the General As- 
seinbly, two Commissioners in each county, who 
shall, with the Judge of the County Court, in 
their respective counties, constitute a County 
Court, for the performance of all the duties, and 
the exercise of all the powers imposed or confer- 
red on the County Court, by the act entitled ‘ an 
act relating to highways and bridges,’ by the 
nineteenth, twenty second, and twenty third sec- 
tions of the act to which this is in addition—by 
the eleventh section of the act entitled ‘ an act re- 
lating to Sheriffs’—by the first and sixth sections 
of the act entitled ‘an act for licensing and regu- 
lating taverns and suppressing unlicensed Douses’ 
—and by an act passed in 1824, entitled ‘ an act 
in addition to the act entitled ‘ an act concerning 
jails and jailors.’ And said Commissioners shall 
receive the same compensation per day, during 
the time they are employed in the business afore- 
said, thatthe Associate Judges of the County 
Court have heretofore received.

or judge authorized to issue writs of habeas corpus, 
shall be entitled to a writ of habeas corpus, to be 
directed to the Sheriff of the county, his deputy, 
or either constable of the town where such fug- 
tive shall be, commanding him to take the body of 
such fugitive, and him have before the said judge, 
or before the County or Superior Court, then in 
session, or next to be holden in said county, or, if 
such fugitive be at the time of his arrest residing 
within the limits of any city, before the City Court, 
next to be holden or then in session therein, at the 
discretion of the judge or court issuing such writ, 
on a day to be therein specified to answer such 
claim. 

Sec. 2. The proof to entitle any person to such 
writ shall be by affidavit, setting forth minutely 
and particularly, the ground of such claim to the 
services of such fugitive, the time of his or her 
escape, and where lie or she then is, or is believed 
by the affiant to be. 

Sec. 3. On return of the writ with the body 
of the person so claimed as aforesaid, it shall be 
the duty of such court or judge before whom the 
same is returnable, to hear the allegations and 
| proofs of the parties, or if required, to allow a 
‘reasonable time to allow further necessary proof, | 

and in such case, to commit the person so claimed 
| and arrested as a fugitive, to the custody of the 
| Sheriff of said county for safe keeping ; of to take 
|a bond with sufficient sureties, in such penalty as 
shall be deemed satisfactory to the person claim- 
ing the services of such fugitive, conditioned that 
| he shall appear before such judge or court, at the 
| ume and place therein specified, to abide the order 
‘and decision of the court or judge having cog- 
/nizance thereof in relation to such claim. 
| Sec. 4. The trial of the questions of fact, at 
issue between the parties, shall at the requestof
